Oats had to be 
bought in Minnesote or turther east, brought 
by Northern Pacitic to Bismarek, then up the 
Missouri by stevmer to Benton, then across 
country nearly 200 niles to MacLeod and 
Walsh, and on to Calgary and Edmonton 
from the former place. Battleford was sup- 
plied tram Winniper, freight alone to that 
point being six cents a pound. Then the 
force was tally horsed and for the first three 
years the pay of the wen was 75e a 
day all around,. Horses and men were as 
well fed and fitted as now, or perhaps bet- 
ter, and it vas commonly reported that then 
the officers made liberal stealings. Now not 
u cent's worth yous to the Indians but is 
charged to the — dndian department. 
Now the bulk if the foree is immedi: 
ately along the line of railroad, and 
the most distant post now is reach. 
ed mere chaply than the — nesrest 
then. Now a yreat part of the oats reqaired 
can be purchased direet from farmers at a 
price less than even the present cost of 
freizhting. Now the full complement 
of horses is not kept and tine pay is 
trom 50% 4 day to 75e.  Notwithstand- 
ing all these reductions in expense the 
Cost per man was $1,000 during the year 
ending June 30 h, 86. That it is run on the 
cheap is the one merit claimed for the force 
at present. It isa fact that there has been 
the most wretched and contemptible cheese 
paring in certain directions, which certain. 
ly weighed heavily against the efficiency of 
the force. but it must be evident that “the 
total cost has not heen reduced in propor. 
tion to even the leuitunate reductions in the 
expense, to say nothing about the cheese 
pParings.

The Calgary Tribune's report of the agri- 
cultural exhivition in that town which was 
closed on Sept. 29th, says that ot the ex 
hibits in the agricultural hall scarcely too 
much could be said in praise. The show of 
etain Was not very large, but some good 
vats and barley threshed and in the sheaf 
Were exhibited, There was a little wheat 
and cone peas, but the quantity was small. 
In roots, Consisting Of potatoes, turnips, car- 
tuts, mangolds and pars ips, the exhibit 
Was particuluriy good, while the cauliflower 
and celery were hard to beat, There were a 
large number of entries of excellent articles 
in butter, bread and preserved fruits. No 
part of the exhibition showed up so poorly as 
the stock, and no part of it should bave been 
so much of a success. In horses, the differ- 
ent C.asses in most cases were poorly repre- 
sented, ‘The cattle Were better represented 
than last year. ‘The show of pigs and sheep 
Was stuall, The poultry exhibition was very 
youd, About seventy gentlemen sat down 
to the society's dinner. A number of very 
practical speeches were made. Mr. Reilly, 
responding to the toast of the Governor- 
General, senate and mearbers of the house of 
conuuns, reterred to the interest taken in 
agticulture by the Governor-General and 
Senator Plumb, but particularly to the way 
in which Mr. Charlton supported the credit 
of the North-West when its own representa: 

Referring to the 
Capabilities and possibilities of Alberta Mr, 
Reilly called it the sirloin of the Domm— 
ion.

On reaching Beaver lake 
they found the grey geese had come in in 
large numbers but the party could not spare 
time to remain and hunt them. Passing the 
point of the Beaver hills on the way to Ft. 
Saskatchewan they saw a camp of Indians 
wh had killed two moose, a timber wolf and 
several beaver quite lately. The country 
assed over between Beaver and Dusky 
akes was beautiful gently rolling prairie 
with very rich, sort, dry soil, rank grwoth of 
gruss, very little willow scrub, Most excel- 
ently adapted for agricultural settlement.
